Through  the 
first  half  Winthrop  had  a  slight  edge,  but  B.  C.  High  came  back  with 
a  dazzling  exhibition  of  ball  handling  and  shooting  in  the  third  period, 
coming  out  on  top  31-25.

The  society  has  debated  on  compulsory 
labor  arbitration,  higher  education  for 
women,  the  assets  of  F.  D.  R.,  wealth  and 
poverty  in  relation  to  character  building  and 
health,  and  other  topics  which  range  from 
the  lighter  things  in  life  to  the  more  informa- 
tive and  instructive. 

Plans  were  made  for  an  interscholastic  de- 
bate with  the  Revere  High  School  Debating 
Team. 

The  Club  is  proud  that  it  has  opened  the 
eyes  of  many  of  the  student  body  to  the 
changing  world  in  which  we  live.
